PERIOD  OF  EXPANSION 


C.P.R.  President's  Annual  Re- 
view of  Past  Year's  Business 
and  Forecast  of  Coming 
Year  Is  Encouraging 

MO.NTIIKAL,  Jan.  1.  19:'7 — In 
accordance  with  the  custom  of 
former  yeara,  the  following  tttatc- 
ment,  reviewing  the  busineH.s  pro- 
gress of  Canada  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  haa  been  issuecf  by 
President  Ite.itty,  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Kallwuj  : 

In  expressing  an  opinion  a  year 
ago  as  to  economic  conditions  in  Can- 
ada as  they  then  existed.  I  remwkcd 
that  the  general  situation  presented 
■loincf hint;  of  the  aspect  ;>f  a  clock 
all  wounil  up  and  ready  to  iro.  I.4iler 
e\enlH  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
soinc  <ombin.ition  of  circumftancc.i 
had  given  the  pendulum  the  required 
urge  and  that  a  healthy  and  con- 
tinuous licking  was  likely  to  mark 
the  progress  of  Canadian  develop- 
ment over  a  considerable  period  of 
time.  It  i.s  mohl  likely  that  the  In- 
escapable period  of  tlie  wars  nfter- 
inath  (it  deflation  and  trade  restric- 
tion having  run  its  course,  a  strong 
Impetus  to  the  country's  economic 
maj'hinery  was  required  before  its 
complete  fumtloning  could  approach 
the  activity  we  had  known  In  pre- 
war days. 

That  impetU!*  became  apparent  in 
the  earl.v  days  of  this  present  year. 
World  conditions  were  clearly  on  the 
mend.  Not  only  in  the  Cnlted  States, 
where  it  was  more  clearly  evident, 
but  also  In  Kurope.  ftahilislng  In- 
fluences were  at  work  and  could  not 
operate  without  there  being  some 
beneficial  reaction  In  this  country. 
Far  more  direct  and  important  than 
th\»,  ('anada  bad  h—u  Meseed  with 
two  excellent  and  prodtahle  harvesta, 
and  when,  early  In  the  present  year, 
there  came  the  comparative  as.«<ur- 
nnce  of  a  third  eijually  protltatile,  ihc

It  Is  not  now 
possible  to  visit  any  part  of  Canada 
without  having  this  fact  brought 
homo  to  one.  Ff>om  Halifax  to  Vic- 
toria, and  north  to  Kdmonton  and 
Saskatoon  it  Is  the  same  The  apirlt 
animating  the  I'anodian  i><  i.ple  Ih  so 
markedly  different  from  what  it  was 
two  years  ago  that  one  cannot  travel 
hers  and  there  about  Canada  without 
being  profoundly  Imprsasod.  and  that, 
perhaps.  Is  the  best  indication  of 
what  the  pa«t  year  has  meant  to  this 
country  There  ia  a  clear  vision  as  to 
what  can  be  accomplished  by  work 
and  thrift,  a  better  realisation  of 
Canadlah  opportunities  and  a  more 
emcient  equipment  for  the  work  ia 
capital  available,  ond  in  markatlng, 
transportation  and  other  poblio  serv- 
ices. 

In  the  basic  industry  of  airrlculture. 
the  year's  resultH.  dr.spite  adveme 
harvesting  conditions,  on  the  whole, 
have  been  fairly  satisfactory  and 
have  added  largely  to  the  co«atry*s 
current  wealth.  Btortos  of  crop  dla- 
anter  in  the  Western  Provlnoes  which 
obtained  some  circulation  durlrg  the 
late  .\utumn  were  lifer  discredited 
l>v  iincxpcctrdl\  good  thrc.shing  re- 
turiiv.  with  the  resell  that  the 
stahllzatlon  of  prulrie  life  has  been 
further  advanced.  The  issaon  of  the 
value  of  mixed  farming  as  against 
one  crop  operations  has  been  further 
driven  home  to  the  economic  welfare 
of  the  entire  are.a  aflected. 

Padflc  Trade 

The  Pacific  Coast  had,  at  the  open- 
ing of  ItfC,  In  some  regards  entered 
further  Into  the  swipg  of  businens  re- 
vival than  had  moWt  ,f>lher  parts  of 
Cnnada  .ind  Ihnt  improvement  has 
continued  to  go  forward.  Trans- 
pacific trade  from  Rrltieh  Columbia 
ports  is  a  steadily  increasing  factor 
in  this  connection,  as  the  Oriental 
market  for  Canadian  products  con- 
tinues to  broaden  with  every  prospect 
of  further  rapid  ;ind  pcrma  nciu 
dc\ eliipment.  The  early  co?jiplction 
of  Ihr  t,ow  ( 'anadlan  Pacific  pirr  lit 
Vancouver  and  the  increase  of  other 
transportation  facilities  on  land  and 
saa  are  important  aids  to  this  prog- 
ress. Mining  and  other  industries 
along  the  const  have  made  progress, 
and  further  Improvement  during  the 
coming  year  is  confldently  looked  for. 

The  situation  iir  Ontario  and 
Quebec  very  largely  reflocta  the  re- 
establishment  of  sound  conditions 
further  west.  Mining  and  pulp  and 
paper  Industries  have  progressed 
BufTlclently  to  be  big  factors  in  the 
generally  satisfactory  situation,  but 
ail  industries  are  evincing  an  ae- 
celsratad  activity  in  response  to  the 
improved  demand  for  manufactured 
goods  from  all  parts  of  the  country.

be  In  the  encouragement  of  Im- 
migration. Nothing  can  be  more 
effective  In  drawing  to  this  country  a 
large  number  of  those  who  are  seek- 
ing to  leave  the  old  land  for  t'  %  now, 
tliaa  prosperity  which  would  give 
most  reasonable  promise  of  aucoeas 
In  the  new  life  entered  upon.  It  Is 
my  opinion  that  largely  Increased 
immigration  during  the  next  few 
years  would  he  an  Important  influ- 
enc«  in  suatalning  the  period  of 
progressive  prosperity  into  which  this 
country  seens  to  have  enfdrad.  With- 
out question  our  national  progress 
will  bs  neither  rapid  nor  great  with- 
out over  increased  Immigration,  and 
Industrial  dcvelopriient  will  lie  re- 
tarded  unless  the  number  of  work- 
ers available  increases  apace  with  the 
opportunity  for  their  employment. 
Up  to  October  ai  last,  the -year  lia« 
saw  iaS.I4S  new  dtixens  arrive  in 
this  country,  compared  with  75,681 
in  lt25.  This  In  an  improvement,  ar  .l 
there  are  Indications  that  next  year 
will  see  further  advance  In  this 
respect  following  upon  the  apprecia- 
tion of  its  importance  on  the  part  of 
the  Canadian  people  and  the  evident 
intention  of  the  Qovernment  to  con- 
tinue a  sympathetic  and  helpful  at- 
titude towards  the  railroads  and 
other  agencies  in  this  cause.  The 
Provinrl.il  ( p vern ni cnta  are  «l>io 
keenlv  I  ri  I  cr  r  ^1  crl  Mrid  are  adding 
their  efforta  towards  the  desired  end. 

The  year's  trade  betterment  noted 
above  has  naturally  been  reflected  In 
improved  railway  earnings.

mands for  lowar  froight  rates  in  the 
face  of  Increasing  costs  of  railroad 
operation  constitute  a  threat  against 
the  efllciency  of  the  <arrier  rom- 
panes  that,  if  carried  to  its  logical 
conclusion,  would  seriously  cripple 
the  abUity  of  the  roads  to  give  the 
eountry  tho  sartriea  roqnlrad  to  main- 
tain its  prosperity  and  further  de- 
velopment. In  the  case  of  the  rail- 
road company  as  in  that  of  the  In- 
dividual It  is  idle  to  Ignore  living 
costs,  and  in  order  to  carry  nn  the 
railroads  must  have  a  reaaonable  liv- 
ing wage.  At  tha  pradaat  UnM  the 
rallroada  of  Oi>a4ht  ara  not  so 
bloiaad. 

One  may  Justlr  compare  conditions 
in  Csnada  with  those  in  the  I'nited 
Btates,  where  conditions  of  railway 
operation  are  more  nearly  alike  those 
of  this  country  than  are  those  of  any 
Other.  Dvrlng  tha  war  freight  rates 
adoaadad  ta  hath  eoaatrlaa  to 
tha  vnally  laoraaaad  oMt  of  aper- 
atloa.  Tha  Canadian  advaaoa  was 
muoh  Ister  than  that  of  the  RUtes 
thus  giving  American  rOads  the  ad- 
vantage of  large  rev.naes  for  an  ap- 
preciable time  i;p  to  and  including 
ItSS  there  was  a  succession  of  de- 
•reaass  ranging  from  1%  to  lt%, 
avoragiag  a  raddtii—  ta  tho  aamtags 
of  Oinadlana  rallMhda  af  tt.dft.  Dur- 
ing tha  oatao  tiflka  Unltad  mate, 
freight  ratoa  anderwent  a  total  re- 
duction of  10%.  thus  tearing  Cana- 
dian  rat»s  considerably  \nm»r  than 
thoae  of  American  roadu  Here  I 
should  like  In  point  out  that  ev.n  were 
freight  ratsa  tha  aamo  aa  thaaa  of  the 
imttat  &mm  tho  rsihaada  af  th« 
lattar  eoaatry  woald  hV'v*  a  tromon- 


over  those  of  Canada.  The  popula- 
tion to  be  served  per  mile  of  railroad 
Ia  In  C'.inada  --2  agam."il  454  in  the 
United  State*<;  the  gross  earning  per 
mile  of  American  track  are  more  than 
double  tliat  In  Canada  and  the  gross 
earning  of  American  roads  per  cfipita 
are  nearly  four  dollars  more  than 
those  in  this  country. 

It  Is  well  that  theae  matters  .should 
oe  conslUfred  by  the  Canadian  people 
when  demands  for  increased  wages  on 
the  parts  Of  operativas  and  the  preas- 
Ing  need  of  extension  of  services  are 
Increasing  "the  coot  t^f  railroad  opera- 
tion ahd  maintenance.  It  is  not  as 
though  Canadian  roads  were  even 
now  earning  adequate  returns  upon 
their  oa  pit allnatlon  I^ate  In  the 
present  year  Western  I'nited  Stateji 
road.s  applied  for  a  ,S  %  increase  In 
rates  While  refusing  the  application 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
stated  that  "the  earning  of  carriers  in 
the  Western  distriots,  as  a  whole,  have 
not  been  such  as  to  warrant  a  general 
downward  revision  of  ratee  on  prod- 
ucts of  agriculture  or  of  other  indus- 
tries aubject  to  depr^sion." 

The  United  States  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  has  ruled  that  a 
fair  return  upon  the  aggregate  value 
of  railway  properties  was  (.71%.  In 
Canada  the  Chief  of  the  Board  of 
Railway  Commlsfiloners  In  connection 
with  the  Wojfiern  flates  Case,  stated 
that  "Any  industriiil  enterprise  jtaif-  a 
right  to  a  reasonable  surplus  over  and 
above  fixed  charges  atid  dividends."

Secretary  Mellon,  who  is  said  to  be 

Ihe  alilcsl  a»id  iiio-^t  influential  member 
of  the  CoolidRc  Cabinet,  declares  that 
the  Uni4fd  States  (iTyernment  is  de- 
termined to  enforce  the  Prohil)itioii 
law,  but  it  is  not  bound  to  poison  thou- 
sands of  United  States  citizens  in  its 
eflerts  to  enforce  the  law.  The  advo- 
cates of  Prohiliitinn.  on  the  other 
hand,  declare  that  if  thousands  of 
American  citizens  will  persist  in  pois- 
onhitr  fhemsrlvr<;  hy  drinkinp  the  po- 
tion the  (.jovcrnmcnt  prepares  for 
them  and  the  bootleggers  place  before 
tlirni.  tliat  i^  none  of  the  bualsess  of 
Ihe  Ciovcrnmeiit:  that  the  people  who 
drink  the  poison  the  Government  pre- 
pares for  them  an<l  tin  l>..(.tl('>;;^rr< 
provide  for  them,  arc  criminals  and 
should  be  pynished  for  their  criminal 
nffrn.  r-i  It  surcty  will  be  a  difticnit 
matter  to  decide  the  nature  of  the 
punishment  that  will  fit  the  crime  com- 
mitted by  the  dead  men. 

That,  in  precise  term-,  is  the  situa- 
tion which  confnmts  the  Ciovernment 
of  the  United  States  today  with  re- 
spect to  the  rn.hihition  law.  In  the 
City  and  State  of  New  York  over 
eight  hundred  persons  have  killed 
themselves  hv  drinking  stuff  thnt  is 
rank  poison.  In  other  cities  and  dis- 
tricts of  the  United  States  a  propor 
tionate  number  oi  riii/ens  have  Willed 
themselves  after  the  same  manner  as 
the  New  York  victims  of  the  Prohibi- 
tion laws.  The  proh.ihilities  arc  that 
alter  the  New  Year  celebration  is  over 
the  death  toll  in  the  United  States  will 
have  assumed  still  more  dreadful  pro- 
portions. 1  he  United  States  Govern- 
ment i%  charged  with  being  an  acces- 
sory I  the  fact  in  all  the  '  leRal- 
i'cd  murders,"  and  a  demand  has  been 
ma<ie  that  the  Senate  shall  investigate 
the  v(.,nd.il.

Spreading  Westward 

MANAtJLA,  Uec.  31. — Fighting  be 
tween  the  Liberal  and  Conaarvatlve 
forces,  which  hitherto  haa  been  re- 
stricted almost  exclusively  to  the  east 
coast,  tod.iy  threatened  to  spread  to 
llie  we.st  coa.st.  where  most  of  tho 
lountry's  larger  towns  are  located.
